She excelled alfo upon other inftru- 
ments, as the /yra viol, lute, &c. compofed mufic herfelf, and was 
a very fine finger. “ The fame of all which,” fays the author of 
her life’, “ at laft grew fo public and univerfal, that there were 
“* few places in England but had heard thereof, yea and many 
** parts beyond the feas too; for not only perfons of high rank and 
** quality of all forts came from London, the inns of court, and out 
“* of feveral counties to hear and judge of her abilities, efpecially 
“ the chiefeft mufic mafters; but many foreigners alfo, as French,

Her relations fol- 
lowed the hearfe, and after them “ the whole {chool of gentlewo- 
“ men, and perfons of chief rank from the neighbourhood and the 
* city of London.” The fermon was preached by Dr. Spurftow, 
in purfuance of her own defire; which done, “ the rich coffin, 
“ anointed with fweet odours, was put down into the grave, in the 
“© middle alley of the faid church, under the fame ftone where Mrs. 
“ Anne Carew, one of the great beauties of England in her time, 
“ and formerly a gentlewoman of the fchool, and intimately ac- 
“* guainted with her, was buried "®*.” An engraved portrait of Su- 
fanna Perwich is prefixed to her life.

Another account fpeaks of him as 
in nowife deferving of thefe favours, fince he proclaimed no king- 
fhip, and attended the execution of Charles I. as fheriff of Lon- 
don, which his colleague in office (Alderman Brown) refufed to 
do’. He fo far ingratiated himfelf however with the reftored 
monarch, by proclaiming Cromwell a tyrant and ufurper, and 
riding before his Majefty barcheaded, that he made him his firft 
knight’. Sir Thomas Vyncr died at his houfe at Hackney (the 
old manfion near the church“) in 1665, and was buried in the 
church of St. Mary Woolnoth"’*. Sir George Vyner, Bart. died at 
Hackney July 5, 1673 “°, leaving his fon Thomas (whofe baptifm 
is here recorded) heir to his title and eftate.

“ ber 1671.” A learned divine, of whom Archbifhop Tillotfon 
gives a very amiable character in the fermon which he preached at 
his funeral **. Dr. Worthington was born at Manchefter, and edu- 
cated at Emanuel College in Cambridge. Some years after the 
ejeiment of Dr. Sterne, (afterwards archbifhop of York,) the fel- 
lows of Jefus College eleted him their head, a fituation which he 
accepted with relutance, and refigned to the former mafter imme- 
diately upon the reftoration **, He enjoyed fucceflively various 
benefices ‘”, and was eventually prebendary of Lincoln, In the year 
1665, he was curate of St. Bennet Fink, where he preached con- 
ftantly during the plague, having removed his family to Hackney, of 
which church he was chofen lecturer the year preceding his death. Dr.

HACKNEY. 


Worthington publifhed the works 4f Jofeph Mede, a very eminent 
divine of the laft century. His own writings were for the moft part 
pofthumous. His friend Bifhop Fowler publifhed a volume of 
his mifcellaneous works in 1704. A volume of fele& difcourfes 
was publifhed by his fon in 1725. His correfpondence with 
Hartlib is in print alfo, and feveral of his theological traéts. A 
great number of his MSS. came, after the death of his fon, to the 
Turner family, now his only reprefentatives '", and are at prefent 
in the poffeffion of John Turner, Efq. of Putney. <A very long . 
epitaph, written upon Dr.’ Worthington by his fon, was printed in 
a fearce publication of Hearne’s, and reprinted in the Gentleman’s 
Magazine for October 1776; the following infcription is to be feen 
on his monument in Hackney church: ; 
“ To the memory of John Worthington, D.D. fome time 
* mafter of Jefus College in Cambridge, and minifter of this parith, 
‘© who was as remarkable for his piety and learning, as any the laft 
“© age has produced; and by his own pious and excellent works, 
** as well as by publifhing thofe of the moft learned men of his 
‘© time, has rendered hi¢ memory precious to all fucceeding gene- 
“ rations. He was born at Manchefter in February 1617, and 
“ through the whole courfe of his life fhowed an uncommon zeal 
for the glory of God, in promoting piety and virtue; and by a 
“ ftri& attendance on the duties of his facred function, was highly ©

After them came the 
trophies, with a led horfe covered with velvet, attended by fix 
pages in mourning; then came the herfe, bedecked with 
feutcheons, feathers, and ftreamers; then five or fix and thirty 
coaches and fix, led by an empty coach of ftate, followed by the 
executor John Tyffen, (his next brother,) and all the mourners, 
the fupporters of the pall, the clergy, and others. All the ftreets 
and balconies crouded as on a Lord Mayor’s day; near one 
o'clock when they got to Hackney church, where all the horfe- 
men lined both fides of the road up to the church ; the trumpets 
founded upon every coach ftopping to fet down company. From 
the church door to the churchyard gate.was railed in; the fides 
hurig and the ground covered with black; church and chancel 
hung round with black, filled with buckram feutcheons; pulpit 
and reading defk hung with cloth and filk fcutcheons; commu- 
nion table covered with black cloth; corps buried within the 
comimunion rails, where lie his grandfather, grandmother, father, 
and two fons; trophies afterwards faftened to the north wall 
againft his grave; charge computed at 2000]. Nov. 14 his 
widow delivered of a fon and heir. The rumour of this 
pompous funeral occafioned the following advertifement in the 
Gazette, Nov. 23, by order of the Earl of Suffolk, deputy Earl

with a coach of ftate, being infifted upon by fome of the perfons

gentleman,) the faid officers refufed to give their attendance at the 


faid funeral, although of right they ought to have borne the. 


trophies proper to the degree of the defun&; notwithftanding 
which, the fame were carried by improper perfons, in fo very 
irregular and unjuftifiable a manner, that not any one of the faid 
trophies was carried in its right place. Which licentious liberty 
taken of late years by ignorant pretenders, to marfhal and fet 
forth the funerals of the nobility, gentry, and others (too often 


above their eftate and quality) is not only an open violation of | 


the feveral eftablifhed rules and orders heretofore made for the 
interment of all degrees, but highly tends to the leflening of the 
rights and honour of the nobility and gentry in general; and more 
efpecially when the funerals of ignoble perfons are fet forth by 
them with fuch trophies of honour as belong only to the pecrs 
and gentry of this realm.”

Francis Xavier 
De Oliveyra, Knt. of the military order of Chrift, and Gentleman 
of his moft faithful Majefty’s houfhold, was born at Lifbon in the 
year 1702. In 1734 he was appointed fecretary of embafly to 
Vienna, in the room of his father, who had enjoyed that fituation 
for feveral years. In the year 1741, he firft incurred the difplea- 
fure of the Inquifition, who ‘prohibited the memoirs of his travels, 
publifhed in that year; as they did afterwards his letters, familiar, 
hiftorical, political, and critical, publifhed in 1741 and 1742. 
De Oliveyra came over to England in the year 1744, and two years 
afterwards publicly abjured the Roman Catholic faith. Having 
thus made a total facrifice of his fortune to his confcience, he at 
firft encountered great difficulties, but foon met with friends, who 
were both willing and able to extricate him from them, particularly 
the two fucceffive Archbifhops of Canterbury, Potter and Herring, 
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and the late Prince of Wales, who affigned him a penfion, which 
was continued by the Princefp-dowager, and afterwards by her 
prefent Majefty. As a farther proof of the fincerity of his con- 
verfion, he publifhed fome works of confiderable merit againft the 
Romith faith ; particularly his “ Difcours Pathetique,” on occafion 
of the earthquake in 1755, addreffed to the King of Portugal, and 
his countrymen. This addrefs, and a fubfequent one upon the fame 
fubject, roufed the indignation of the Inquifition againft him to fo 
high a pitch, that they not only prohibited all his works, but con~ 
demned him to be burned in effigy as an heretic. Having lived 
for feveral years at Kentifh-town and Knightfbridge, he came 
to refide at Hackney in 1775, where he died, on the 18th 
of October 1783. He left behind him in MS. “,Oliveyrana, or 
** Memoirs hiftoriques, literaires, &c.” in 27 volumes 4to, which 
were (anno 1784) in the poffeffion of his widow, an Englifh lady, 
whom he married in 1746, fhe being his third wife’. On his 
grave-ftone, in the church-yard at Hackney, is the following infcrip- 
tion: “ Sacred to the memory of Francis De Oliveyra, Knight of the 
order of Chrift in Portugal; which country, together with the 
reward due to the fervices which he had rendered his King, he 
facrificed to the dictates of confcience, by abjuring the Romifh 
church. Deprived by this ftep of the fupport of his relations 
“ and countrymen, he found protection in England, where he was 
* patronized by the eminently great and good, and died refpected 
and beloved, the 18th of October 1783, aged 81 years.”

Jofeph Egleton, buried Ap. 15, 1781, was, as itis faid, 108 years 
of age; his fon died in the workhoufe, anno 1787, aged 89. 

“ Richard Nevil was buried Ap' 24, 1792, aged 90; Mary 
“ Brown, aged go, Ap’ 25, 1792; Tfabella Cambill, aged gr, 
“ Feb. 9, 1793; Ann Fowls, aged go, Jan. 9, 1794.” 

The following very aged perfons are faid to have died at Hack- 
ney '*, but I do not find any of their names in the Regifter, viz : 

Mrs. Dowfe, the fexton, aged roo, Auguft 1, 1743; Charles 
Warford, Efq. aged 93, Nov. 13, 1764; Robert Luckyn, Efg. aged 
97, Mar. 6, 1765; Mr. John Le Farre, aged 97, Nov. 16, 1767; 
Peter Purchas, Efq. aged go, Nov. 7, 1768; Jofhua Barnefley, Efq. 
aged 92, Sept. 21, 1769; the Rev. Mr. Pratt, aged 102, May 20, 
1771; Zachary Abingdon, aged 103, March 8, 1774; Mr. Allen 
Mitford, (who failed round the world with Lord Anfon,) aged 93, 
April 22, 17743 Mrs. Jane Davis, (a maiden lady, who had enjoyed 
fome poft under Queen Anne,) aged 113, June 1777; and Robert 
Poore Hugely, Efq. aged 95, Feb. 4, 1784. 

Sir Ralph Sadler, or Sadleir, a perfon of much note in the reigns 
of Henry VIII. and Queen Elizabeth, was born at Hackney". He 
was bred up under Lord Cromwell; by whofe recommendation he 
became mafter of the great wardrobe, and afterwards fecretary of

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ftate. He was created a knight banneret by the ProteCtor Somerfet, 
after the battle of Muffelbrough, where he diftinguifhed himfelf by 
taking the ftandard of the Scottith king, which was placed, after his 
death, by the fide of his monument in Standon church'”. King Henry, 
by his will, appointed Sir Ralph Sadler one of the regents of the king- 
dom during his fon’s minority, and bequeathed him a legacy of 2001, 
In the firft year of Edward VI. he was made treafurer of the army, 
Queen Elizabeth gave him the office of chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancafter, and frequently employed him in her negotiations with 
Scotland". Sir Ralph Sadler was efteemed a good ftatefman, a 
faithful fervant of the Crown, and a zealous promoter of the 
Reformation. He died anno 1587, in the 8oth year of his age '™. 
His defcendant, Sir Edwin Sadleir, was made a baronet in the year 
1661°%, The title is now extind. i 

Lady Margaret Lenox died at Hackney in 1577°%. Sir 
Walter Mildmay appears to have refided there in 1587‘. Tho- 
mas Sutton, founder of the Charter-houfe, died at Hackney, Dec. 
12, 1611. His bowels were there buried, but his body was em- 
balmed, and kept in his own houfe till the rath of May following, 
when it was interred in the chapel at the Charter-houfe’™”. He left 
tol. by his will, to the poor of Hackney ™. 

In a journal of the year 1654 is a long account of one Hannah, 
a prophetefa, of Hackney, who had frequent trances, and ufed to 
refort to the chapel at Whitehall, where fhe put up public prayers 
for the Prote€tor “°. Katherine Philips, a celebrated writer, known 
under the name of Orinda, received her education at this place. She

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died anno 1664*". Sir Hugh Middelton of Hackney, grandfon sir Hogh 
of Sir Hugh, projector of the New River, was created a Baronet eee 
in 1681. The rich and ufurious John Ward, whofe immenfe John Ward. 
wealth was infufficient to keep him honeft, is to be mentioned 

among the noted, if not the eminent inhabitants of this place. He 

lived at a large houfe at the top of the town, the fite of which is 

ftill called Ward’s Corner. His memory, to the world in general, 

would long ere this have been loft, had not Pope preferved it by 
introducing his name in his third Moral Effay, where he is ranked 

with fome not very creditable affociates ;

Dr. Bernard Mandeville, author of the Fable of the Bees, and other Bernard 
works more ingenious than ufeful, refided at Hackney, and died er 
there on the 21ft of January 1733°%. The late Mr. Howard, who ie How- 
may be faid, in the trueft fenfe of the word, to have devoted his life = 
to the fervice of his fellow-creatures, is faid to have been born at 
Clapton in this parifh, in an ancient manfion, which he afterwards 
inherited from his father, and which he fold in the year 1785 to 
Thomas Smith, Efq. It has been fince pulled down ™. 

The parifh of Hackney has been governed by a fele&t veftry ever Singular mi- 
fince the year 1613, from which period their minutes have been yehy. 
preferved. It appears by an entry, anno 1633, that it was cuftom- Marriage 
ary to make colletions at the church-door upon the marriage of eee 
paupers, and they feem to have been very confiderable ; for it was 
then refolved that the collectors fhould give fecurity that the couple, 
for whom fuch collections were made, fhould not become burden- 
fome to the parith, The next year it was refolved that none fhould 


have an offering at their marriage, but fuch as had been born in the

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Persie ofthe parifh, The fame year it was ordered that the Busts fhould be repaired 


at the parifh expence. Collections were ordered to be made for the 
poor, on account of the extreme’ cold, Jan. 20, 1683. It appears by 
Dr. Wright’s MSS. that the parifh of Hackney fet the firft example 
of making fuch colleGtions, during the hard froft of 1739-40. 

Near the church-yard gate, and adjoining to the ftreet, is 
an ancient building, thus defcribed in the chantry-roll at the 
Augmentation-office, which bears date 1 Edw. VI. “ A tenement 
“ buylded by the parifhioners, called the Churche-howfe, that they 
“© might mete together and comen of matters as well for the Kyng’s 
© bufinefs as for the churche and parifhe ; worth 208. per an.” It 
appears hy an infcription ftill remaining on the front towards the 
ftreet, that it was built in the year 1520, when Chriftopher 
Urfwick was Reétor. This houfe was for many years occupied by. 
the free-{choo}, but is now ufed again for its original purpofe. 

The free-fchool was founded in the year 1616, by Mrs, Mar- 
garet /.udley, and endowed with 201. a-year, for the education of 
12 boys. It appears to have been originally intended, and expected, 
that they fhould be qualified for the learned profeffions**; but I 

“imagine it was no longer infifted on, when the falary was thought 
inadequate to that purpofe. 

A charity-{chool was inftituted in the year 1714, which has been 
fupported ever fince by annual fubfcriptions, and charity fermons ; 
40 boys and 40 girls are now clothed and educated in this {chool, 
which has a ftock of about 7001. arifing from furplus balances and 
favings. 

A third fchool for 30 boys and 30 girls was eftablifhed in the 
year 1790; thefe are educated at the expence of the fubfcribers, but

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not clothed. The girls have been lately increafed to 40, and are 
“now formed into a fchool of induftry, and it is intended to: clothe 
them with their earnings. John Wingfield, in the year 1772, pub- 
lifhed a pamphlet, againft a fcheme then in agitation, for a houfe 
of induftry for the children of the poor at Hackney. 

At Kingfland ftood an ancient hofpital, or houfe of lepers, called 
“* Le Lokes *”,” to the mafter and governors of which, in the year 
1437, John Pope, citizen of London, left a rent-charge of 6s. 8d. 
iffuing out of certain houfes in London**. This Hofpital has long 
been an appendage to St. Bartholomew’s in London, but how or 
when it became annexed to it, does not appear upon record. It 
was ufed as a kind of outer ward till the year 1761, when all the 
patients were removed from Kingfland, and the fite of the hofpital 
was let on a building leafe**. The neighbouring inhabitants 
having petitioned that the chapel might continue, and that fervice 
might be performed there, it was repaired, and is ftill ufed as fuch, 
the chaplain being appointed by the governors of St. Bartholomew’s. 
The building is very fmall, and of Gothic architeéture. 

In Church-ftreet is an alms-houfe for fix poor widows, founded 
‘by Dr. Spurftow, fome time Vicar of Hackney, (who died anno 
1665,) and endowed with lands which produce at prefent 
421. per ann. George Clark, who died anno 1668, left 11. 108, 
per ann. to the widows in this alms-houfe. © 

In Well-ftreet is an alms-houfe for fix poor men, (who muft be 
6o years of age, or thereabouts, at the time of their admiffion,) 
founded by Henry Monger, Efq. anno 1669, and endowed with 
gl. per an. for the penfions, and 31. for repairs.

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ment of the penfioners is vefted in the truftees of Sir John 
Culs’s cltates, with the advice of the minifter, churchwardens, and 
ovetfeers, ‘There is a third alms-houfe, fituated at Clapton, founded 
by Thomas Wood, Bifhop of Litchfield and Coventry, {anno 
1692,) for 10 poor aged widows; and endowed with a rent-charge 
of sol. per ann. out of his lands at Bifhop’s Itchington in War- 
wickfhire, befides a gown every fecond year, and 51. per ann. for 
a chaplain, to read prayers every Wednefday and Friday. A 
chapel was built for this purpofe, which flill remains, but divine 
fervice is not performed there. It was the Bifhop’s intention that 
the chaplain of the family fhould officiate in it. The words of 
his will arc, “ I will that my cxccutor Hemy Webb, and his heirs 
“ for ever, do cntertain and keep a chaplain in his houfe at Hack- 
“ ney aforefaid, to officiate in the dutics of God’s worthip, and to 
** appoint him to read prayers to the faid poor widows twice every 
“ week, viz» Wednefdays and Fridays.” 

The chantry-roll, taken in the time of Edward VI. mentions a 
cottage and garden, one acre and three roods of land, which had 
been left for the repairs of the church; two acres in the marth for 
finding a lamp, and fome lands for obits. 

Stephen Cobb, by his will, bearing date 1565, bequeathed 
“ 4d. a-piece to all the poor inhabitants of Hackney, whether 
“ men, women, or children; to the worfhipful and ableft to live, 
“ ro]. for a dinner; and 10]. for the maintenance of two finging- 
“ men, or conduéts, for the miniftration of God’s fervice**.” 
Thomas Hawks, Efg. anno 1677, left 2001. to the poor, which 
benefaction formerly produced 121. per ann. but is now loft, The 
benefactions at prefent enjoyed by the parish are as follow:

the fouth. Before the enclofure of Enfield Chafe, the parith of Extent, 
Hadley contained about 340 acres, of which above 300 were mea- pea 
dow or pafture land; it is now enlarged by the addition of 240 
acres, being parcel of the Chafe allotted to this parifh in lieu of its 
right of common’. Fifty acres of this allotment being the Rector’s 
glebe, is cultivated, and for the moft part arable, the remainder is ftill 
wafte. The foil at Hadley is chiefly clay, mixed with gravel. ‘The 
quota charged to the land-tax is 180]. 13s. gd. which, in the year Land-tax. 
1794, was at the rate of 2s. 4d. in the pound. 

The manor of Hadley belonged formerly to the Mandevilles, and Manor. 
I fuppofe it to have been included in the grant which Geoffrey de Man- 
deville Earl of Effex made to the Abbey of Walden, by the name of the 
Hermitage of Hadley, and all its appurtenances’, together with right

fituated. At the diffolution, this manor, being parcel of the pof- 
fefions of that monaftery, was granted, anno 1540, to Thomas 
Lord Audley*, who, four years afterwards, furrendered it again to 
the King*. Queen Mary, anno 1557, granted it to Sir Thomas 
Pope’. In the year 1574, it was aliened by Robert Staunford, or 
Stamford, to William Kympton’; and by the latter, anno 1582, 
to Ralph Woodcock and Simon Hayes‘. It continued in the 
family of Hayes till the year 1684, when it was aliened to the 
Honourable Vere Booth®, who died in 1717, having bequeathed 
this manor to her brother George.

The manor, or manor-farm, of Ludgraves in this parifh, pro- 
bably derives-its name from William Lyghtgrave ; who, in the year 
1423, conveyed to William Somercotes, Thomas Frowyke, and 
others, a meffuage, 120 acres of land, 80 of meadow, and 80 of 
wood, in Hadley’*. John Marth, in the year 1543, gave Lud- 
grave-farm to the King, in exchange for other lands". Edward VI. 
in the year 1553, granted it to William Herbert Earl of Pem~ 
broke. At the time of this grant the auditor reported, that the 
circumftance of its lying within the Chafe, had been an impedi- 
ment to its fale, Norden defcribes Ludgraves as “ a very faire

“ houfe, {cytuate in a valley neere Enfeyld Chafe",” but does not 
mention its owner. Inthe year 1609, Cornclius Fyfhe and others 
aliened the manor of Ludgraves, and 20 acres of land, 40 of mea- 
dow, 90 of pafture, and ro of wood, in Hadley and Edmonton, 
to Sir Roger Wilbraham and his heirs". I have not been able to 
learn any thing farther relating to this eflate, than that it is now 
called the Blue-houfe-farm; that it was purchafed by the late 
Admiral Weft, and defcended to his fon Licut. Col. Weft, whofe 
widow is the prefent proprietor. 

The parifh-church, dedicated to St. Mary, confifts of a chancel, 
nave, two aifles, and two tranfepts. The aifles are feparated from 
the nave by depreffed arches, and cluftered columns. At the weft 
end is a {quare tower of flint, with ftone coins; on the front is this 
date, 12QQ", accompanied with the device of a rofe and a 
wing, the cognizance, it is probable, either of the Abbey or one 
of the Priors of Walden. At the top of the tower is an iron 
beacon, which was blown down by the high wind on the firft of 
January 1779, when it was repaired and replaced. On the eaft 
wall of the chancel is the monument of Henry, fon of Roger 
Carew, Efq."*, (by his wife Alice, reli& of Sir William Staunford, 
Juftice of the Common Pleas,) who died anno 1626, aged 61. 
There is a good portrait of him painted on board. He is repre- 
fented in a black drefs, with flafhed fleeves, the cuffs ornamented 
with lace. On the fame wall is the monument of Elizabeth, wife 
of Mutton Davies’, of the county of Flint, and daughter of Tho- 
mas Wilbraham, Efq. of Chefhire (1678). On the fouth wall is

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the monument of Sir Roger Wilbraham, Knt."’ (Solicitor-general 
in Ireland during the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and Mafter of the 
Requefts to James I.) who died anno 1616. This monument, which 
is of veined marble, fupported by columns of the Corinthian order, 
and ornamented with good bufts of Sir Roger Wilbraham and his 
Lady, was the work of Nicholas Stone, and coft 80l."* On the 
fouth wall is the monument of Richard Pofton, 1742. On a wall 
underneath the ftairs leading to the gallery, is a brafs plate to the me- 
mory of Philip fon of Walter Grene, Efg. and Elizabeth his wife, Mar- 
garet, fifter of Philip Grene, and Margaret Somercotes, who all died on 
the 16th of September 1442. On the floor are the tombs of 
Barber (a brafs plate partly concealed by a pew); William Gale °, 
M. A. of Oxford (a brafs plate with figures) 1614; Margery, wife 
of John Gale, 1652; Thomas Hall, merchant, 1654, and Wil- 
liam "Venables, Efg. 1687. 

On the wall of the fouth aifle is the monument of Sarah, daughter 
of David Pennant”, Efg. of Downing, (and fifter of Thomas 
Pennant, Efq.) who died anno 1780. On the floor are the tombs 
of Edward Savage, Gent. (1733); George Barcley, merchant 
(1756); William Chapman, Gent. (1758); the Reverend John 
Pennant, (fon of Peter Pennant, Efg. of Bychton in the county of 
Flint, by Catherine, daughter of Owen Wynne, Efq.) Rector of 
Hadley, and of Compton Martin in the county of Somerfet, chap- 
lain to the Princefs-dowager of Wales; he died anno 1770, having 
refided at Hadley almoft forty years; Thomas Nuthall, Efq.

In the windows of the north tranfept are fome remains of painted Coenaant 
glafs, among whith is a punning cognizance adopted by the family Condes 
of Goodere, who flourifhed at Hadley for feveral generations pre- 
vioufly to the year 1600. It reprefents a young partridge, with a 
large car of wheat in its bill; to which, left the allufion fhould not 
be underftood, is annexed a fcroll with the word Gooder. The 
fame device occurs on a pillar near the fouth tranfept, very well 
executed in alto relievo. Round the window above mentioned is 
a border of large ears of wheat, each of which has a {fcroll infcribed 
Gooder. It is moft probable that one of the Goodere family was 
a principal benefactor towards rebuilding the church. Weever 
mentions the tomb of John Goodere, Efq. who died anno 1504. 
There is ftill in the north tranfept a brafs plate to the memory of 
Anne Walkeden, of the Goodere family, who died in 1575. In 
the fame tranfept is the monument of Cecile, wife of John Walker, 
iifq. (1736); and on the floor the tomb of Mr. Edward Benfkin 
(1731). 

In the north aifle are the monuments of Piggot Ince, Efq. *(1765,)} 
and James Berkeley, Efy.** (1767).

The Hermitage of Hadley is mentioned among the poffeffions of 
Walden Abbey, in an ancient cartulary of that monaftery in the 
Britifh Mufeum™, which ftates it to have been fituated in the 
parifh of Edmonton, and to have been endowed with tithes, offer- 
ings, &c. It is to be prefumed, that the monaftery appointed a 
chaplain. In 1327, the church of Hadley was rated at 4 marks”.

Sir Juftinian Paget, anno 1678, gave a houfe for the in- 
cumbent, and another for the parifh clerk. The patronage of the 
living was annexed to the manor till the year 1786, when the ad-

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This parifh appears to have decreafed in population about the 
middle of the laft century, and to have rifen to fomewhat more than 
its former proportion during the’ prefent. That the baptifms have 
fo far exceeded the burials within the laft twenty years, is not to 
be attributed entirely to the increafed number of inhabitants, or to 
the healthinefs of the place, (though both have contributed to this 
effect,) but muft in fome meafure be accounted for from the follow- 
ing circumftance, Several houfes in the parifhes of South Mims 
and Enfield being fituated near Hadley, and at a confiderable dif- 
tance from their refpective parifh-churches, it frequently happens 
that the inhabitants bring their ehildrcn here to be baptized, but the 
fame docs not take place with regard to burials, on account of the 
fees. The prefent number of houfes in Hadley is 4. 

In the year 1625, there were 14 burials at Hadley; in 1665, 26; 
being in the firft inftance lefs, in the other little more than the 
average of thofe periods. 


Extra&s from the Regifter. 

“ The fix and twentieth day of Auguft, in the yeare of our 
** Lord one thoufand fix hundred and forty-feven, Robert, the fon 
“ of Robert Atkyns, Efg. and Mary his wife, was baptized.”

Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer. He was very eminent in his 
profeffion, a great promoter of the Revolution, and author of fome 
political tracts, replete with legal knowledge”. His firft wife was 
Mary, daughter of Sir George Clerke. Sir Robert Atkyns his * 
whofe birth is here recorded, is well known as the Hiftorian 
Gloucefterfhire.

ir Roger Wilbraham, in the year 1616, founded an alms-houfe Wilbiaham's 
fix decayed houfekeepers, and endowed it with a piece of ground ° 
adjoining, now let at 31. per ann. and a ground-rent (now 61. 6s. 
per ann.) in St. John’s Square, London, Major Delafonte, anno 
1762, augmented this endowment with an annuity of 241. per ann,

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which expires in the year 1805. To provide againft this event, a 
fubfuiption was {et on foot by the prefent Retor, and a fund is now 
provided, which, with the accummulating intercft, will (it is fup- 
poted) eftablith a permanent income equal to that which is about to 
expire. It fhould be mentioned, that the greater part of this 
fund, (viz. about 5001.) was the donation of a gentleman of the 
county of Hertford, who has becn long intimately conneéted with 
the principal inhabitants of Hadley, and is well known for the 
liberal fupport which he gives to every fcheme of benevolence and 
public utility. 

Thomas Emerfon, Efg. and Jane his wife, anno 1626, gave to 
the poor a cottage and garden, which produces 21. per ann. Tho- 
mas Fletcher, anno 1664, gave a houfe and clofe, now let at 4l. 
per ann. Sir Juftinian Paget, on condition of being permitted to 
make a vault for himfelf and his family in the church, gave fome 
tenements for the ufe of decayed houfekeepers. Thefe houfes have 
no endowment, and are kept in repair by the parith. 

Andrew Hopegood, Efg. in the year 1742, gave 4l. per ann. 
towards a girls {chool. Thomas Shewell, Efq. anno 1770, gave the 
fum of 30]; John Shewell (anno 1772) 101.; and Mrs, Judith 
Shewell, anno 1773, rol. Old South Sea annuities, to the girls 
{chool ; the intereft of which fums amounts to 2]. 118. 7d. per ann. 
With thefe bequefts, and the additional aid of an annual fubfcrip- 
tion, twelve girls are clothed and educated. A gallery was built for 
their ufe in the church, anno 1777, at the expence of the Reverend 
David Garrow. There is a Sunday-fchool for 20 boys. | 
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AMESTEDE, as the name of this place was formerly Etymology. 
written, is the ancient way of fpelling Homeftead, a word 
ftill in ufe, and fignifying the fite of a houfe with its appurtenances. 
It is probable that it was fometimes applied by way of pre-eminence 
to the refidence of the lord of the manor. 

This village, which, froth its beautiful fituation, is one of the ce 
moft noted in the neighbourhood of London, lies on the fide of profpeas. 
a hill, about four miles from St. Giles’s church. The fine views 
of the metropolis, and the diftant country, which are to be feen 
from the heath, and from moft parts of the hill on which the vil- 
lage is fituated, are not the only beauties of the fcene; the home 
landfcape, confifting of broken ground, divided with inclofures, 
and well planted with elms and other trecs, is extremely pic- 
turefque. Such attractions of fituation, fo near to the metropolis, 
have always drawn together a great number of occafional vifitants, 
for whofe accommodation feveral places of public entertainment Places of en- 
have been eftablithed. Of thefe, the Spaniard and the Flafk “men 
(taverns ftill remaining); a tea-drinking houfe called New Georgia’, 
where the company were diverted with various water-works; and 
Bellfize Houfe*, have been moft remarkable. 

The parith of Hampftead lies in the hundred of Offulfton, and is Boundaries 
bounded by Hendon, Finchley, Pancras, Marybone, Paddington, *"!“***

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and Wilfdon. It contains 2169 acres of land, of which a very 
fmall proportion is arable. The wafte is 273 acres—The foil is 
very various, loam, clay, bog-earth, gravel, &c. &c. The quota 
charged to the land-tax is 8551. 17s. 4d. which is at the rate of 
1od. in the pound, rack rent. 

On the fide of Hampftead hill, to the eaft of the town,eis a {pring 
of mineral water ftrongly impregnated with iron, which was@prmerly 
much frequented. Adjoining to it isa long room, ufed when the 
wells were in fafhion for promenades, public breakfafts, &c. now 
converted into a chapel of eafe. 

Some Roman antiquities, confifting of fepulchral urns, vafes, 
earthen lamps, &c. were dug up in the wells’ walks at Hampftead 
in the year 1774.°. 

On the heath are fome fprings belonging to the Hampftead 
Water Company *. 

The manor of Hampftead was given, anno 986, by King 
Ethelred to the church of Weftminfter*, and confirmed by Edward 
the Confeffor. The furvey of Doomfday defcribes the manor as 
containing four hides; the land (fays the furvey) is of three caru- 
cates; three hides and a half belong to the demefnes, on which one 
plough only is employed. The villeins have one plough, and could 
employ another. There is one villein, who holds a virgate, five 
bordars, who hold jointly one virgate, and one flave; pannage for 
100 hogs; the whole valued at sos., in the Confeffor’s time at 1008. 
Within the limits of this manor Ranulph Peverel holds one hide in 
villeinage urider the Abbot. The land is half a carucate, amu 
valued at 5s. The whole was and is parcel of the church of 
St. Peter. After the diffolution of the monaftery, the manor of 
Hampftead was fettled upon the Bithop of Weftminfter, who furren-

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dered it into the King’s hands, anno 1550°. The King granted 
it the fame year to Sir Thomas Wroth*, in whofe family it con- 
tinued till 1620, when it was aliened by John Wroth, Efq. to Sir 
Baptift Hickes, afterwards Vifcount Campden’, whofe cldeft daugh- 
ter and co-heir Julian married Edward Lord Noel, anceftor of the 
prefent Earl of Gainfborough. His fon Baptift Lord Nocl and 
Vifcount Campden, having been an aétive loyalift, his eftates were 
confifcated. He was fuffered to compound for this manor in the 
year 1656, upon condition of paying a confiderable fum of money, 
and engaging to fettle sol. per ann. on truftees, for the ufe of the 
minifter of Hampftead*. The manor continued in the Gainfbo- 
rough family till the year 1707, when it appears to have been 
aliened to Sir William Langhorne, Bart.*, by whom it was be- 
queathed to his nephew William Langhorne Games, Efg. It 
devolved afterwards (as entailed by Sir William Langhorne) ta 
Margaret Maryon, widow (about 1732)". Her fon the Rev. John 
Maryon fucceeded to it; and it was afterwards the property of his 
fitter Margarct Maria, wife, firft of John Badger Weller, Efq. 
and fecondly of John Jones, Efg." It now belongs to Sir 
Thomas Spencer Wilfon, Bart. in right of his wife Jane, daughter 
of J. B. Weller, by his wife Margaret Maria above-mentioncd. 

The Knights Templars were poflefled of 100 acres of arable Manor of 
land, and a fmall quantity of meadow in this parifh’. This eflate, nent 
which, after the abolition of the Templars, belonged to the Priory 
of St. John of Jerufalem, was granted by Henry VIII., anno 1547, 
to Sir Roger Cholmeley ’, Chief Baron of the Exchcquer. In the

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year 1594 Robert North, and Alice his wife, had the King’s licence 
to alien a moiety of the manor of Hampftead, four meffuages, 8c. 
200 acres of arable land, 50 of meadow, 200 of pafture, 140 of 
wood, and 100 wafte, in the parifhes of Hampftead, Wilfdon, and 
Hendon, to Sir Arthur Atye, and Judith his wife’. The fame 
day Henry Slingfby had a licence to alien the other moiety to 
the fame parties’. Sir Arthur Atye died feifed of the manor of 
Hampftead, alias Shuttop Hill, anno 1604, leaving Robert his fon 
and heir'*. Some alienations of this manor to the families of St. 
John and Roberts, who were allied to the Atyes by marriage’, are 
to be found at the Rolls". In the year 1663, it was aliened by 
dame Llinor Roberts and her daughter to Edward Nelthorpe, Efq. 
whofe daughtcr married Thomas Liddell, Efg. Henry Liddell, Efq. 
who died in 1768, bequeathed it to his nephew Richard Middelton, 
Efq. of Chirk Caftle in Denbighfhire, who, in 1773, aliened it to 
John Powell, Efq."? It is now the property of Arthur Annefley 
Powell, Efq. 

In the reign of Henry I. Godwin, a hermit, built a hermitage 
at Cuneburn (now Kilbourn) in this parifh, which he afterwards 
gave, with all the lands thereto belonging, to Emma, Chriftina, 
and Gunilda, three nuns. Herebert, Abbot of Weftminfter, and 
Ofbert de Clare the Prior, at Godwin’s requeft, not only confirmed 
the grant, but augmented it with a rent of 308. and fome land at 
Knights-bridge “. The hermitage now became a nunnery of the 
order of St. Benedi&. Godwin was appointed Warden during his

life, the future nomination of a warden was referved to the Ab- 
bot of Weftminfter; who, at firft, had fole authority over the 
nunnery, Gilbert Bifhop of London having exempted it from the 
jurifdiction of his church; but afterwards a compofition took place, 
anno 1231, by virtue of which the bifhops of London were to ad- 
mit the warden on the abbot’s prefentation; they were alfo to 
exercife certain of their epifcopal funétions within the convent at 
their pleafure, to preach, hear confeflions, enjoin penance, confe- 
crate the nuns, 8c. &c.** The convent was dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary and St. John Baptift. References to various grants 
relating to it will be found in the notes*.

Sir Roger le Brabazon, in the year 1317, gave an eftate in 
Hampftead, confifting of a mefluage and 57 acres of land, to Weift- 
minfter-Abbey, for the purpofe of founding a chantry at the altar of 
St. John the Evangelift, for the fouls of Edmund Earl of Lan- 
eaftcr, Blanch his wife, and the faid Sir Roger*. This eftate, 
which in’ ancient writings is called the Manor of Belfes, was, in 
the year 1319, affigned to Reginald de Hadham the Prior, and his 
fucceffors, to be held by leafe under the Convent, The manfion 
on this eftate, called formerly Belfeys, and afterwards Belfize-houfe, 
was the refidence of Sir Armigal Waad, (Clerk of the Council to 
Henry VIIL and Edward VI.) the firft Englifiman who made dif- 
He died at Belfize, June 20, 1568, and 
was buried in the parifh-church at Hampficad’”. His fon Sir Wil- 
liam Waad was clerk of the council to Queen Elizabeth, who em- 
ployed him as her ambaflador to Spain. He was afterwards lieu-

1712) to the Duke D’Aumont, the French Ambaffador, who had 
offered him 10001. for the ufe of it during his refidence in this 
kingdom, being induced fo to do by the conveniency of the chapel 
then newly erected upon the premifes. Mr. Povey being deter- 
mined, as he fays, that a proteftant chapel fhould not be turned 
into a mafs-houfe, refufed the offer, however advantageous, and

as an occafional retirement, “but it was not accepted, In the 
year 1720, Belfize-houfe was: opened as a place of public 
entertainment”, by one Howell, who appears to have pof- 
felled a confiderable fhare of low humour, and to have been known 
by the name of the Welfh Ambaflador **, Mufic was provided, and 
various amufements for all hours of the day. It feems to have 
been a place of refort for perfons of all ranks*’, and if the fatire in 
a poem called “ Belfize-houfe” (printed anno 1722) be not over- 
charged, it exceeded, in immorality and diffipation, any place of 


public entertainment which now exitts. 


Belfize continued open as 


late as the year 1745, when foot-races were advertifed there “. 
In the year 1410, the towns of Hampftead and Hendon were 
afligned to Henry Lord Scrope of Mafham, for the maintenance of

Hampftead has been the refidénce of many eminent perfons, Eminent in- 
fome of whom have reforted to it as a place of occafional retire- mit: 
ment, either for pleafure or health, whilft others have made it a 
more permanent abode. 

Sir Henry Vane, a diftinguifhed character during the civil war, had Sir Henry 
a houfe at Hampftead, where he refided at the time of the Reftora- ae 
tion“. It is fuppofed to be that which is now the property of 
James Pilgrim, Efq. and belonged to the celebrated Dr. Butler, Bishop But- 
Bifhop of Durham. The Bifhop lived there many years, and © 
ornamented the windows with a confiderable quantity of ftained 
glafs, (confifting principally of fubjeéts from fcripture,) which ftill 
remains there. John Wylde, who had been Lord Chief Baron of Wold oe 
the Exchequer during the Civil War, and drew up the impeach- 
ment againft the bifhops, led a retired life at his houfe at Hamp- 
ftead, and died there about nine years after the Reftoration “*. 

Sir Jeffrey Palmer, Attorney-general, and Chief Juftice of Chef- a Jee 
ter, (author of a book of reports,) died there May 5, 1670“.

Sir Richard Steele, in the latter part of his life, retired to a {mall 


- houfe on Haverftock-hill, in the road to Hampftead. At this time 


the Kit-Cat Club held their fummer meetings at the upper Flafk on 
Hampftead-heath ; and Pope, or fome of his friends, ufed to call 
on Steele and take him to the place of rendezvous. Booth, Wilks, 


and Cibber had a fummer retirement on the Heath, where they 


ufed to concert plans for the public entertainment during the en-~ 
fuing dramatic feafon. Dr. Mark Akenfide refided at aa a 
feveral years in the practice of his profeffion. 

On the fide of the hill is an ancient building called the Chicken- 
houfe, in a window of which are {mall portraits in ftained glafs of 
James I. and the Duke of Buckingham. Tradition {ays that it was 
a hunting feat of James IJ. 

Sir R. P. Arden, Mafter of the Rolls, has a beautiful villa near 
the church; Lord Loughborough, ‘the prefent chancellor, has a 
villa alfo in the parifh. 

The old church at Hampftead * was pulled down in the month

Thomas Lord Ikerine was a clergyman, and chaplain-general to the 
army in Flanders. His fon Somerfet Hamilton was created Earl of 
Carrick, and was father to the prefent Earl ™. 

“ Mr. Thomas Javon, from London, buried Dec. 24, 1688.” 
Thomas Jevon was an actor and dancing-mafter; in both of which 
profeffions he attained great eminence, efpecially in the former. 
His general caft was that of low comedy. He died in the 36th

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year of his age, and was buried in the church-yard at this place, 
where there was formerly a ftone with an infciiption to his me- 
mory, but it has either been removed or is become illegible. Jevon 
publifhed a dramatic piece called the Devil of a Wife, which has 
been revived under a variety of forms, and is the ground-work of 
the popular farce called The Devil to Pay, or the Wives Metamor- 
phofed “. It feems probable that Jevon had an occafional refidence 
at Weft-End in this parifh, Thomas Jevon, an infant from that 
hamlet, was buried Sept. 13, 1684.

Secondary of the 
Court of Common Pleas. He publithed Notes of Cafes of Prattice, 
in two volumes. 

* Sir Willian Duncan, buried Jan. 14, 1775.” One of his 
Majefty’s phyficians; he was created a baronet in 1764, the year 
preceding which he married Lady Mary, daughter of Sackville Earl 
of Thanet. 

The following inftances of longevity occur in the parith regifter :

Aug. 17333; George Beft, aged 96, O&. 10, 1740; Mrs. Robfon, 
aged 96, July 20, 1764; Benjamin Hemmings, aged g4, July 29, 
1764; Mrs. Elizabeth Rayfon, aged go, Aug. 15, 1764; Jonathan 
Lacey, aged 98, May 1768; George Ecclefton, aged 103, Sept. 23, 
1768 ; John Brighten, Efg. aged 97, Mar. 30, 1771; and Mrs. 
Foa, aged 110, Dec. 1781. 

John Stock, Efq. in the year 1781, gave the fum of r1oool. 
(which, with the dividends that had accrued, and fome donations 
from the truftees, purchafed 20001. three per cents.) for the pur- 
pofe of clothing, educating, and putting out apprentices, fix father- 
lefs boys, and four girls, the former to receive 5]. as an apprentice- 
fee, the latter 21. Eight boys and fix girls now receive the benefits 
of this charity. 

A Sunday-fchool was eftablifhed in this parifh about the year 
1790, in which are 80 children. The encouragement which the 
inftitution has met with, has enabled the fubfcribers to fet up a 
daily-fchool, and f{chool of induftry, in which are 30 boys and 34 
girls, clothed by their own earnings. 

Elizabeth, dowager Vifcountefs Campden, anno 1643, left the 
fum of 200]. to purchafe lands; half the produce to be appro- 
priated to the apprenticing children, the other half to be diftributed 
among the poor of the parifh. With this money was purchafed an 
eftate at Child’s-hill, in Hendon, now let at sgl. per ann.

H AM PS TEA D. 


The Hon. Sufanna Noel, and her fon Baptift, Earl of Gainf{- 
borough, a minor, in the year 1698, gave the fite of Hampftead- 
wells, with certain houfes adjoining, and fix acres of the Heath, the 
whole producing now 851, per ann. for the ufe of the parifh, The 
income arifing from this charity is appropriated by the truftees to the 
apprenticing of poor children, or clothing them for fervice, and oc~ 
cafionally relieving aged and infirm parifhioners not receiving alms. 

This parifh enjoys a fingular benefaGtion of 21. per ann. given 
for the purpofe of diftributing halfpenny loaves among all the 
inhabitants of Hampftead, both rich and poor, young and old, on 
Good-Friday morning. It arifes from the fum of 40]. given for that 
purpofe about the year 1643, by an unknown benefadtrefs, and laid 
out, together with Lady Campden’s donation, in the purchafe of 
lands at Child’s-hill. 

Thomas Charles, anno 1671, gave an annual rent-charge of 
rl. 4s. to be diftributed in bread to the poor; Thomas Cleave, 
anno 1635, a rent-charge of 2]. 16s. for the fame purpofe. John 
Rixton, Efg. in 1657, gave a rent-charge of 51. per ann., of 
which 2]. 128. was for bread, 11. fora fermon, 11. for repair- 
ing the north-weft end of the church, and 8s. for cleaning his 
tomb. The parifh now receives 71. 108. for this benefaction out 
of certain houfes in Hampftead. Mrs. Anne Mallory, anno 1791, 
gave the fum of 1001. for bread, which was laid out in the pur- 
chafe of 1171. 28. 7d. 3 per cent. confol. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Shooter gave fome lands at Langley in Bucking- 
hamfhire, which let at 51. per ann. for two poor widows, to be 
nominated by the minifter. 

John Robinfon, Bifhop of London, happening to die at Hamp-~ 
ftead, anno 1723, this place became entitled to the fum of rool, 
which he had bequeathed to the poor of the parifh in which he 
fhould be refident at the time of his deceafe. Henry Waite, who 

died 
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died in 1723, left the fum of 2001., one half of which was to be 
appropriated towards the rebuilding of Hampftead church, when- 
ever that work fhould take place (the intereft, in the mean time, 
to be given to the poor); and the intereft of the other half to be 
annually diftributed among the poor on the day of his burial. 
The donor’s effets proving infufficient to pay his legacies, only 
rogl. 38. 8d. was received for both bequefts; for a moiety 
of which the parifh enjoys 41. per cent. intereft, charged on 
the pews. Bifhop Robinfon’s legacy alfo having been lent to the 
truftees for rebuilding the church, is paid in the form of a rent- 
charge of 41. per ann. upon the pews. Francis Marfhall, Efq. in 
1772, gave 100]. 3 per cent. confol. to be diftributed among poor 
houfekeepers on Eafter-day. Mrs. Rofamond Martfhall, in 1785, 
gave alfo 100]. 3 per cent. for the fame purpofe. 
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ANWELL is fituated in the hundred of Elthorne, at the 

diftance of between eight and nine miles from Tybourn 
turnpike. The parifh is bounded by New Brentford, Greenford 
Magna, kaling, Northall, Hayes, and Hefton. It contains about 
1200 acres of land, of which about 120 are wafte; the remainder 
is divided in nearly an equal proportion between arable and pafture. 
The foil is clay. Fifty-four acres belonging to Hanwell are infu- 
lated by the parifh of Weft Twyford. 

The river Brent runs through the parifh of Hanwell; the new 
grand-junction canal now forms its weftern boundary. 

This parifh is charged the fum of 1721. 18s. 53d. which, in 
1793, was at the rate of 2s. 6d. in the pound. 

The manor was given to Weftminfter Abbey by King Edgar, and 
confirmed by Edward the Confeffor. Hanwelle, fays the furvey 
of Doomfday, is taxed at eight hides, the land is five carucates; 
four hides and one ‘virgate belong to the demefnes, on which one 
plough is employed. The villeins have four ploughs. One villein 
holds two hides, four others one hide jointly, fix bordars hold three 
virgates; there are four cottars alfo, and’ two flaves. There is a 
mill yielding 2s. 2d. per ann.; meadow equal to one plough-land ; 
pannage for 50 hogs, in the whole valued at 1108. per ann.; in 
the time of the Confeffor, at 71. This manor, adds the record, 

was 
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was and is part of the demefnes of St. Peter’s church. The fub- 
fequent hiftory of the manor of Hanwell is in every refpect the 
fame as that of Greenford Magna’. 

The church, which is dedicated to St. Mary, is a fmall neat detans 
ftructure of brick. Its form is that of an oblong fquare; at the 
weit end is a turret with a cupola. It was rebuilt in the years 1781 
and 1782*,,at the expence of about 17651. which was defrayed 
principally by fubfcription. Dr. Glaffe, the late Retor, contri- 
buted 200]. The only monumental infcription in the church is 
on a flat ftone near the Weft door, to the memory of Sir John 
Clerke, Bart. who died in 1727, and his mother Dame Catherine 
Clerke, who died in 1741. 

In the church-yard are the tombs of Robert Andrews, Efq. (no amet 
date); John Hamborough (no date); Thomas Vincent, Rector 
(1742); Jane, wife of Thomas Lovett (1746); Mr. John Durham, 
druggift (1760); Rev. Jofeph Baker (1771); John Gee, Efq. 
(1771); Mr. Thomas Hall (1772); Mary, wife of the Reverend 
Robert Lancafter, of Arlfey in the county of Bedford (1779) ; 
Thomas Anguifh, Efq.* Mafter in Chancery, and F.R.A. S. 
(1785); Matthew Bloxam, M. A. Rector of Bourton on the 
Water, in the county of Gloucefter (1786); Martha, relict of Wil- 
liam Bludwick, Efq. (1787); and Mifs Sarah Zinzan (1790). 

The church of Hanwell (with the chapel of Brentford annexed) Re@or. 
was rated, anno 1327, at 10 marks*. In the King’s books the 
rectory is valued at 201. In 1650 the tithes, with the glebe, which 
confifted of 25 acres, were valued at rool.* King Stephen 
exempted a virgate of land (being, it is probable, the glebe jutt

temporal payments*. The advowfon of the rectory has been al- 
ways annexed to the manor. The parfonage-houfe, which is very 
pleafantly fituated on the banks of the Brent, has bcen much im- 
proved by the prefent rector. 

The living of Hanwell having been fequeftered from Jonas 
Cooke, Rowland Stedman, author of a few theological treatifes, 
was prefented to it by the Lord Proteétor, in the year 1654’. 
He continued there till about the time of the Reftoration, when he 
died at the houfe of Lord Wharton, to whom he was chaplain”. 

The prefent Rector is George Henry Glafle, M.A. who was 
collated by the Uulhop ot London in the year 1785, on the refig- 
nation of his father Samucl Glaffe, D. D.

charity. Befides the numerous treatifes on thefe fubjed&s, he 
publifhed an account of a Journey from Kingfton to Portfmouth, 
and his Travels through Ruffia, Perfia, &c. Mr. Hanway, in the 
year 1762, was appointed a commiffioner of the victualling-office, 
which fituation he refigned in 1783. He frequently vifited his 
friend and relation Dr. Glaffe at the re€tory, and was buried in 
this parifh purfuant to his own requeft. There is no memo- 
rial to him here, but a handfome monument has been lately 
erected to his memory in Weftminfter Abbey. A Life of Jonas 
Hanway was publifhed by John Pugh a few months after his 
deceafe. :

In the year 1484, William Hobbayne gave certain lands in Han- 
well, then valued at about 61. per ann., to the parifh for charitable 
ufes. Thefe lands produce now about sol. per ann. the difpofal 
of which is at the difcretion of the feoffees ; who, in the year 1781, 
came to a refolution to appropriate the fum of 30]. for a mafter 
and miftrefs to inflru€t 24 poor children in reading, writing, plain- 
work, and in the principles of the Chriftian religion. Their 
number was increafed to 30 in the year 1790, in confequence of a 
report to the feoffees that an unknown benefaétrefs had purchafed 
the {chool-houfe and orchard adjoining, for the ufe of the charity. 
Soon after the inftitution of the fchool, a fubfcription was fet on

For thefe advantages the parith is under confi- 
derable obligations to the zeal and liberality of the late and prefent

of John Diamond, a fingular living chara€ter. This man was born 
in the year 1731 at Bofton in Lincolnfhire, whence he removed a 
few years afterwards to Hanwell, where his father wasa parifhioner, 
When only a month old, he loft his eye-fight by the {mall-pox. 
His acquirements, under the accumulated difadvantages of blindnefs 
and poverty, form the fingular part of his ftory. Though unable 
to read himfelf, he has learned the art of teaching others ‘*, and 
adtually makes it his profeffion. It fhould be premifed, however, 
that his fcholars muft previoufly know their letters, and have fome 
idea of the method of combining them; for the reft, his memory 
fupplies the defect of eye-fight. Perhaps fome of my readers may 
recolle&t having feen, in feveral of the periodical publications, a 
calculation of the middle chapter, verfe, &c. of the Bible, with 
an account of the number of times that fome of the moft com- 
mon words occur, with many other particulars, the whole faid to 
have been the labour of three years. When they are told that it 
was the amufement of this blind man’s leifure hours, they will be 
more apt to admire the wonderful powers of his memory, than to 
blame him for mif-{pending his time. Thefe, however, are not the 
only calculations in which he has been employed. In the month 
of June 1790, he publifhed an account of the folar eclipfes for 
1791 and 1793, and he is fufficiently verfed in the dodtrine of

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HARROW ON THE HILL. 


N the moft ancient records’ which I have feen relating to this Etymology. 
place, it is called Herges, a name derived, it is probable, from 
the Saxon word Hearge, Hergh, or Herige, which is fometimes 
tranflated a troop of foldiers, and fometimes a church. I am in- 
clined to adopt the latter derivation, and to fuppofe that she church 
upon the bill* tnight have been before the Norman Conqueft a pro- 
minent feature of this part of the county. 

Harrow-hill, ftanding as it were infulated and rifing out of a Harrow-hill. 
rich vale to a very confiderable eminence, affords a variety of 
beautiful profpects. The view towards the Eaft is terminated by 
the metropolis; to the South by the Surrey hills; towards the 
North it is the leaft extenfive, being intercepted by the high ground 
about Stanmore and Harrow-weald; on this fide, the village of 
Stanmore and the Marquis of Abercorn’s feat are the moft con- 
fpicuous objects. The view towards the Weft and South-weft, 
which is very extenfive and beautiful, may be feen to the greateft 
advantage from the church-yard, whence the ground declines pre- 
cipitately to Roxeth-common, where the {cenery is very pleafing ; 
the diftant profpec takes in Windfor-caftle, and a confiderable part 
of the counties of Berks and Buckingham. On the brow of the

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hill, as you defcend to Sudbury-common, is a {mall villa belonging 
to Thomas Orde, Efg. with a beautiful garden and fhrubbery, which 
commands nearly the fame profpedt. 

The town of Harrow, which had formerly a weekly market’, 
now decayed, is fituated at the diftance of ten miles from Tyburn 
turnpike. The parifh lies in the hundred of Goare, and is bounded 
on the North by Watford and Bufhy in Hertfordfhire; by Stan- 
more, Whitchurch, Kingfbury, and Wilfdon on the Eaft and 
South-eaft; by Acton and Twyford on the South; and by Rifelip, 
Greenford, and Northall on the Weft and South-weft. It contains 
about 13,600 acres of land, of which 1600 are wafte; the re- 
mainder is divided in nearly an equal proportion between arable and 
paflure. The foil, for the moft part, is clay; in fome places fand 
and brick-earth. This ftatement includes Pinner, which is not 
parochial, but an appendage to Harrow. 

This parifh is charged the fum of 22541. 108. ord. to the land- 
tax, which is affeffed in the following proportions;

Herges and other lands, for the purpofe of reftoring them to that 
church, from which they had been taken by Kenulf King of the 
Mercians*. Previoufly, however, to this reftoration, he granted 
them for life to his relation Warherdus, one of the monks, who, 
by his will, bearing date 830, bequeathed them, in compliance with 
the Archbifhop’s directions, to the Convent, who, it appears, had 
confented to Wilfred’s grant’. Herges is faid (in Warherdus’s 
will) to contain 104 hides*, The record of Doomfday fays, it was 
taxed at 100 hides, both in Edward the Confeffor’s time and at the 
taking that furvey. The land, adds the record, is 70 carucates; 30 
hides belong to the demefnes, on which are four ploughs, and a 
fifth might be employed. Among the freeholders and villeins are 
45 ploughs, and 16 more might be ufed. The prieft has onc hide, 
and three knights fix hides; under them are feven tenants, Thir- 
teen villeins hold half a hide each; 28 other villeins a virgate 
each, and 48 others half a virgate; 13 villeins four hides jointly ; 
there are two cottars’ of 13 acres, and two flaves; pafture for 
the cattle of the town; pannage for 2000 hogs: in the whole 
valued at 561. per annum; in the Confeffor’s time at 601. This 
manor was in the occupation of Earl Lewin when Edward the 
Confeffor died. The record adds, that Geoffrey de Mandeville 
held two hides in the hundred of Elthorne under the Archbifhop. 
The land was of one carucate, on which was one villein, the tenant, 
who employed one plough: there were alfo four cottars; pan-

In the year 1398, when Archbifhop Arundell was condemned 
by the parliament for high-treafon, and banifhed*, an inquifition 
was taken of his eftates. Among others it was found that he was 
poffeffed of the manor of Southbury in Harrow, confifting of 500 
acres of land, valued at 3d. an acre; twenty-two acres of meadow, 
at 38. amounting, with the fervices of the tenants, to 1008. ; 12 other 
acres of meadow, worth only tos. ; rents of affize, 72]. 53.; releafed 
fervices of the tenants, 151.; 120 hens, valued at 208. To this 
manor belonged the advowfon of “ Harewe at All.” The 
manor of Woodhall in Harrow, (a member of the former,) confift~ 
ing of 120 acres of land, valued at 6d. an acre; 80 of pafture, 
at 3d.; nine of meadow, at 1s.; releafed fervices, 151. The 
manor of Heggeton in Harrow, (a member alfo of Southbury,) 
confifting of a well-built houfe, &c ; 201 acres of land, valued at 6d. 
an acre; 32 acres of meadow, worth 213. ; rents of affize, 16s. 2d. ; 
33 hens, worth 2d. each; profits of court, roos. ; each cottager, a 
day’s-work in every month, valued in the whole at 108. ° 

The manors here mentioned, with that of Harrow-town, were 
given by Archbifhop Cranmer, anno 1543, to Henry VIEI. in 
exchange for other lande"*. The King granted them, in the month 
of January 1546, to Sir Edward (afterwards Lord) North", who 
was at that time a great favourite, and in offices of confiderable 
truft. Not long afterwards, the capricious monarch having con-

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ceived fome difpleafure againft him, he was fummoned to court one 
day, in great hafte, when the King, after looking at him for fome 
time with much anger, faid, “ We are informed you have cheated 
“‘ us of certain lands in Middlefex ;” to which Sir Edward anfwer- 
ing with an humble negative, “ How was it then,” faid the King, 
“* did-we give thofe lands to you?” “ Your Majefty was pleated fo 
“to do,” replied Sir Edward. Whether the King’s anger was 
appeafed by the humility of his minifter’s behaviour, or whether he 
found upon reflection that he fhould have farther occafion for his 
fervices, it appears that he admitted the fact, and reftored Sir 
Edward to his favour’. Thefe eftates continued in the North 
family till the year 1630, when the manors of Harrow and Sud- 
bury, with the advowfon of the church, and rents of affize belong- 
ing to the manors of Woodhall, Hegefton, and Roxeth, were 
aliened by Dudley Lord North to Edmund Philips, George Pitt; 
and Rowland Pitt". They came afterwards to the Rufhout family, 
by the intermarriage of James Rufhout, Efg. (who was created a 
baronet in 1661,) with Alice, daughter of Edmund Pitt, Efq. 
and they are now the property of Sir John Rufhout, Bart. 

Lands within the manor of Sudbury defcend as by the common 
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law, except that in default of male iffue or heirs, the eldeft daugh- the manor. 


ter, or the eldeft of any female heirs in the fame degree of confan- 
guinity, inherits. A cuftomary tenant, purchafing cuftomary lands 
within the manor, pays no fine, nor does the heir at law of fuch 
tenant at his admiffion; but if lands are bequeathed to any other 
than the heir at law, a fine of alienation is paid’. The tenants 
fervices due formerly in this manor, feem to have been commutcd

The manor-houfe at Harrow was formerly the occafional re- 
fidence of the archbifhops of Canterbury. In the year 1170, 
Thomas a Becket, being about to vifit Woodftock, for the purpofe 
of paying his refpeéts to the young Henry Plantagenet, then lately 
crowned, and affociated with his father in the government of the 
kingdom, received a command, whilft he was on his journey thi- 
ther, to forbear his vifit, and repair immediately to his own diocefe. 
The prelate obeyed, and at his return fpent fome days at his manor 
of Harrow, kccping great hofpitality. During this time he received 
many civilities from the Abbot of the neighbouring monaftery of 
St. Albans. Two of his own clergy, Nigellus de Sackville, who is 
called the ufurping Retor of Harrow, and Robert de Broc, the 
Vicar, treated him with great difrefpe&, and maimed the horfe 
which carried his provifions, for which they were both publicly 
excommunicated by the Archbifhop on the enfuing Chriftmas-day 
at Canterbury. This happened a few days before Becket was mur- 
dered‘. Archbifhop Boniface was at Harrow in 1250, and held a 


vifitation there. Archbifhop Winchelfey dates thence in 1300. 
The manor of Woodhall” (which is in the Pinner divifion) was 
aliened by Dudley Lord North, anno 1630, to William Pennifa-

I can learn nothing farther relating to this eftate, «than that it is now 
the property of John Afgill Bucknall, Efg. whofe anceftor, Sir Wil- 
liam Bucknall, purchafed it towards the clofe of the laft century. 

The manfion belonging to this eftate (which lies in the Pinner Refidence of 
divifion of the parifh) is furrounded by a moat. It was formerly near tke 
the occafional refidence of the Archbifhops of Canterbury. Arun- 
dell dates from Hegefton, anno 1407”. 

The manor or manor-farm of Wymbley, alias Wembley, belonged Mor of 
to the Priory of Kilbourn™. After the diffolution of that convent, ; 
it was granted by Henry VII. anno 1543, to Richard Andrews, 
and Leonard Chamberlayne”, by whom it was conveyed the fame 
year to Richard Page, Efq.“, whofe defcendant, Richard Page, Efq. 
is the prefent proprietor.

Some years after- 
wards, in confequence of a judgment againft this Sir Nicholas in 
parliament, it became forfeited to the crown, and was granted by 
King Richard, anno 1394, in confideration of the fum of 4ol. to 
Thomas Godelac, and Joan his wife. It feems probable that it 
pafled from the family of Godelac to that of Bellamy, in confe« 
quence of an intermarriage”; for it appears that the Bellamies of 
Uxendon, who were for many years proprietors of this and other 
large eftates in Harrow“, quartered the arms of Godelac *. 

It is related in the chronicles, that Babington, who, with other 
confpirators, had laid a plot againft Queen Elizabeth and the ftate, 
in the year 1586, when he found that the confpiracy was dete€ted, 
being a very handfome man, disfigured his face with the juice of 
green walnuts, and wandered about in that difguife with his affo- 
ciates till they were half ftarved, in which condition they were 
received at Bellamy’s houfe near Harrow, where they were at 
length difcovered *, and being brought to London, were executed 
with circumftances of unufual feverity**. Jerome Bellamy fuffered 
death alfo for concealing them; his brother deftroyed himfelf in

the Page family in the early part of the laft century, and is now 
the property of Richard Page, Efq. of Wembley. 

The lands of Hamon and Hugh de Rokefie are mentioned in 
the endowment of Harrow vicarage, about the year 1240". In 
the year 1371, William Wittlefey, Archbifhop of Canterbury, 
granted all the eftates of William Roxethe, who had been out- 
lawed for felony, (confifting of a capital meffuage, 140 acres of 
land, 12 acres of meadow, 15 of wood, §s. rents, four cocks, 
valued at 6d. and 40 hens, at 3s.) to Sir Nicholas Brembre and 
his wife Idonea, and their heirs; remainder to John de Berlyngham, 
Margaret his wife, and their heirs; remainder to Sir John de Stody ; 
remainder to Thomas Allbon, citizen of London; remainder to 
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the Archbifhop and his fucceffors”. This eftate feems to have Manor of 


reverted to the Archbifhops, for it appears to have been amongft 
the lands poffefled by the North family, and was aliened by Dudley 
Lord North, anno 1630, to John Hutchinfon and others, being 
then called the manor of Roxeth, alias Roxfide Place™. In 1677, 
it was aliened by John Hutchinfon to Robert Nichols, Efq. Tho- 
mas Nichols died feifed of it in 1705. It was conveyed in 1727, 
by the devifees under his will, (after a fuit in the court of Chancery,) 
to Thomas Brian, Efq. Brian Taylor, Efq. in the year 1764, aliened 
it to the late Percival Hart, Efq.*° whofe widow nowholds a third of 
it in dower ; the remainder is the joint property of Emma, wife of 
David Garrick, Efq. (nephew of the celebrated David Garrick,) and 
Mary, reli of Charles Vaughan Blunt, Efq. 


The manor or manor-farm of Flambards takes its name from Manor of

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of Edward III. *' William Gerard, Efg. died feifed of this eftate 
in 1609“, and it continued in that family for many generations, till 
it became the property of Elizabe*h, only daughter of Sir Charles 
Gerard, Bart. who married, firft Warwick Lake, Efq. fecondly Miles 
Stapleton, Efg. Flambards was purchaled, in the year 1767, of Sir 
Thomas Stapleton, Bait. Gerard Lake, Efg. and others, by Francis 
Herne, Efg. * and is now, under the will of his fifter Mrs. Mary 
Herne, the property of Richard Page, Efq. 

There was formerly a priory called Benethley or Bentley, fituated 
at the extremity of this parifh towards Stanmore. Very little is 
known of this monaftery. Dugdale has nothing relating to 
it; Tanner merely mentions its exiftence, and fpcaks of its unfor- 
tunate end in the year 1258; but he has miftaken the fact, for it 
was a prior of this houfe who met with an untimely fate by being 
fuffocated under a mow of corn“, The priory appears to have 
exifted till the fuppreffion of the fmaller monafteries in the early 
part of Henry VIJJ.’s reign, when, I fuppofe, its demefnes were 
granted to the monks of St. Gregory’s at Canterbury; for it appears 
upon record, that Archbifhop Cranmer, in the year 1543, gave to 
the King, in exchange for other lands, the /afe priory of Bentley, 
with all lands, tenements, &c. thereunto belonging, in Harrow 
and Stanmore, being parcel of the poffeffions of St. Gregory’s 
priory at Canterbury“. The priory of Bentley, with the priory- 
-houfe, and all profits, rents, 8c. was granted by Henry VIIL., in 
the year 1546, to Henry Needham and William Sacheverell **, and 
was aliencd by them the fame year to Elizabeth Colte*’.. 

In the year 1706, the manor or priory-farm of Bentley belonged 
to the family of Coghill, and was bequeathed, anno 1734, by Tho-

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mas Coghill, Efg. to his nephew Thomas Whittewronge, who left 
it, in 1761, to John Bennet*. Mr. Bennet fold it the next year to 
William Waller, Efq. who alienedit, about the year 1776, to Mr. 
James Duberly, of whom it was purchafed, in 1788, by the Marquis of 
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Abercorn, who has made very large additions to the dwelling-houfe, Marquis of 


with magnificence in a manner rarely to be met with. The houfe is 
furnifhed with a valuable colleétion of pi€tures by the old matters, 
and a few antique bufts; that of Marcus Aurelius is much admired 
by connoiffeurs. The dining-room is 40 feet by 30, the faloon and 
mufic-room each so feet by 30.

Duke of Chattelherault by Henry IL. of France; Claud Hamilton 
his fon, a diftinguifhed military character, and father of the firft 
Earl of Abercorn; James Hamilton, (elder brother of Count An- 
thony Hamilton,) often mentioned in the Memoirs de Grammont ; 
he was killed in a fea-fight, anno 1673; this pi€lure, and that of 
his fon James, who became Earl of Abercorn, are by Sir Godfrey 
Kneller ; James, the feventh Earl; the late Earl, by Gainfborough ; 
the Marquis, by Lawrence, (by whofe hand are fome excellent 
portraits of his Lordfhip’s children in the faloon, and a whole-length 
of Sir William Hamilton’s Lady in the dining-room,) and the Hon. 
Capt. Hamilton, the Marquis’s father, by Sir Jofhua Reynolds, 
being one of his earlieft produCtions. In the faloon is placed the 
celebrated and very valuable picture of St. Jcrome’s dream, by 
Parmegigno. It belonged originafly to a convent near Rome, and 
came fome time ago into the hands of Mr. Durno of that city, of 
whom it was purchafed for the Marquis by Sir William [amilton,

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The premifes adjoining to the manfion confift of about’ g00 
acres, 200 of which are inclofed and furrounded with a fhrubbery 
and plantations. The houfe ftazds on a very elevated {pot, and 
commands a profpect of great extent, which is agreeably varied and 
broken by Harrow-hill, with its tuft of trees and graceful fpire, 
and fome other eminences in the ncighbourhood of Harrow and 
Stanmore. 

A few years ago, when Bentley priory was in the occupation 
My. Duberly, a confiderable quantity of gold Roman coins wére 
found near the houfe, in digging for the foundation of a wall. 

The parifh-church, which is fituated on the fummit of the hill, 
confifts of a nave, chancel, two aifles, and two tranfepts. At the 
Weft end is a lofty fpire, covered with lead, which forms a very 
confpicuous objet for many miles round*’. Eadmer tells us, that 
when Archbifhop Anfelm was preparing to confecrate the church 
of Harrow, built by his predeceffor Lanfianc, (in the time of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror,) upon one of his own manors, but within the 
diocefe of London, the Bifhop of that fee claimed the right of 
confecration, upon which the matter was referred to Wulftan Bifhop 
of Worcefter, the only Saxon prelate then living, who decided in 
favour of the Archbifhop**. Some parts of Lanfranc’s building 
ftill remain, viz. the circular ¢olumns which divide the aifles from 
the nave, and part of the tower at the weft end, where is a Saxon 
arch of a fingular form, as may be feen in the plate with the font. 
The church appears to have been rebuilt in or near the fourteenth 
century, being of the kind of architecture then in ufe. The nave 
has a wooden roof, with carve’ ornaments. The brackets are 
fupported by whole-length figures of the Apoftles.

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Sir John Boys, by his will, dated 1447, directed his body to be 
buried in Harrow-church ™. 

The parifh-church of Harrow, which is dedicated to St. Mary, Reétory and 
had formerly a rector and a vicar. The reCtory was a finecure, in ee 
the gift of the Archbifhop of Canterbury ; the reétor prefented to 
the vicarage. After Archbifhop Cranmer had aliened all his 
eftates in Harrow to the King, the advowfon of the vicarage was 
granted, with the manor, to Sir Edward North, and is {till annexed 
to it; the impropriation of the great tithes was given to Chrift- 
church College in Oxford. ‘The Gerards were formerly leffees 
under the college, afterwards the Conyers’s, and the Hernes; the 
leafe is now {under the will of the late Mrs. Mary Herne) vefted in 
Richard Page,, Efg. of Wembley. : 

The church of Harrow was rated at 60 marks, anno 1 327° *, the Endowment 
vicarage at 10 marks. The latter was endowed by St. Edmund a asd 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, (who died anno 1242,) with all the 
{mall tithes and the tithe of hay on the lands of Hamon and Hugh 
de Rokefee and Ailwin, and William de la Hegge™. The latter 
I fuppofe to be the manor of Heggeton, (now called Headftone,) 
the tithe-hay of which is faid in the parliamentary furveys to 
belong to the vicarage”. In 1650, the vicarage was valucd at sol. 
per ann.” It isin the peculiar jurifdiction of the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, being reckoned among the parifhes belonging to the 
Deanery of Croydon in Surrey. 

There were formerly two chapels of eafe in this parith, Pinner, Tokyoton 
(which ftill remains, and will be treated of hereafter,) and Tokyn- step 
ton, long fince deftroyed.

VI. is the following account of this 
chapel,—‘ A free chapell, diftant two miles from the church, (near 
“ Wembley,) whereunto belongeth certain lands and tenements ; 
by whom, how long time paft, or to what ufe the {aid chapel 
was founded, the parfon and churchwardens know not, but time 
out of man’s mind hath been belonging and as a member taken 
of the parifh-church of Harrow, untill about two years paft, 
one John Fynch entered, and ever fince has occupied the fame, 
by the grant of one William Lighte, that affirmeth he hath pur- 
chafed it, fo that they meddle not with it; which chapel, 
with the lands thereof, is worth yearly 61.” There was a 
chantry in this chapel, to which John Fornefe was prefented, anno 
1419, by Matilda Barneld, widow, on the death of William Free- 
man the laft chaplain”. The fite~of Tokynton chapel, with the 
lands thereto belonging, having been in the tenure of Richard 
Read, (under a leafe from Queen Elizabeth ”,) were granted, anno 
1607, to Sir William Herricke and Arthur Ingram, Efq.”, who 
aliened them the fame year to John Page, Efg.’, anceftor of Richard 
Page, Efq. the prefent proprietor. 

Cuthbert Tunftall, afterwards Bifhop of London, was Rector of 
Harrow from 1s11 to 1522”. His fucceffor was William Bolton 
Prior of St. Bartholomew, of whom a ftory is told in fome of the 
chronicles, that he built a boufe at this place, as being the higheft 
ground in the country, for the purpofe of retiring thither during a 
flood which was expected to happen in the year 1524.

father of the prefent Baronet ; Lady Anne was fourth daughter of 
George Earl of Northampton. 

William Page, author of a treatife in juftification of bowing at 
the name of Jefus, and other theological and controverfial tra@s, is 
faid to have been born at Harrow. He was Rector of Eaft Locking 
in Berkfhire, and Mafter of the {chool at Reading, from which he 
was fequeftered in 1644, but held the living till his death, which 
happened in 1663. 

Sir Arthur Atye, public orator of the univerfity of Oxford, and 
Secretary to the Earl of Effex, is faid to have been buried at Har- 
row in 1604. 

The free-fchool at Harrow, which now ranks among the firft 
public feminaries in the kingdom, and gives this place its principal 
celebrity, was founded in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, by John 
Lyon, a wealthy yeoman of Prefton, who had previoufly, for many 
years, appropriated 20 marks per ann. to teaching poor children. 
In the year 1590, two years before his death, he drew up a fet 
of ftatutes for the fchool, with full inftru€tions for the difpofal of 
the e%ates which he intended to appropriate to various charitable 
ufes. In thefe papers he mentions his intention of building a fchool- 
houfe, with habitations for the mafter and ufher, and diredts the 
fum of 3001. to be expended for that purpofe within three years 
after his deceafe, provided he fhould die without having completed 
this intention. The ftatutes for the {chool are drawn up with much 
attention and precifion, the number of forms are fpecified; the 
books and exercifes for each form are chalked out; the mode of 
correction fettled, the hours of attending fchool; the vacations and 
play-days, and the nature of the fcholars amufements, which are 
confined to “ driving a top, toffing a hand-ball, running, and

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* fhooting.” The laft-mentioned diverfion was in a manner Archery. 
infifted upon by the founder, who requires all parents to furnith 
their children with “ bowftrings, fhafts and brefters, to exercife 
“ fhooting.” It was cuftomary, till within the laft thirty years, 
for the fcholars of Harrow to have a public exhibition of archery 
annually on the fourth of Auguft, when they fhot for a filver 
arrow. Since this cuftom has been laid afide, public fpeeches have 
been fubftituted in its room. The founder diredts that a competent 
number of poor fcholars fhall be educated freely, but allows the 
Mafter to take other children for his profit, without any other 
limitation than the diicretion of the governors; he adds a fingular 
claufe, that the mafter fhall not receive any girls into the {chool. 
The fum of 201. was allotted for the fupport of four exhibitioners, Exhibition- 
two in Gonville and Caius College at Cambridge, the others in any “” 
college at Oxford. In choofing the exhibitioners, the preference 
is to be given to his own kin, to natives of Harrow, and fuch as 
are “ moft mete for towardneffe, poverty, or painfulnefs.” Thefe 
exhibitions, which are held for eight years, have been raifed in 
confequence of the improved value of the cftates to 201. per ann. 
each. The Governors were to be fix in number, to have a com- 
mon feal, to fuperintend the management of the foundcr’s cftates, 
to elect the fchoolmafter and ufher, the furveyors, &c.; and, jointly 
withthe mafter, to make any difcretionary alterations for the advan- 
tage of the {chool. The fchoolmafter’s falary was fixed at 201. per 
ann. the ufher’s at rol. The prefent Governors are, the Earl of oes 
Clarendon, Lord Grimfton, Sir John Ruthout, Bart. John Afgill 
Bucknall, Efq. Richard Page, Efq. and the Rev. Walter Williams, 
M.A. The prefent mafter is Jofeph Drury, D.D. The fecond 
mafter, or ufher, the Rev. Mark Drury, M.A. The reputation of 
Harrow-fchool was raifed to a great height by Dr. Thackeray and 
Dr. Sumner, particularly the latter, who was an excellent claffical 
fcholar, 
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fcholar, and celebrated for the elegance of his Latin compofitions ; 
under him many of the prefent nobility, and fome of the moit 
diftinguifhed charaCters of the age for genius and learning“, re- 
ceived their education. The {chool ftill keeps its reputation and its 
numbers, which are ufually upon an average about 150. 

Mr. Lyon directed the fum of 1ol. per ann. to be paid out of 
his eftates, for 30 good learned fermons preached in the church of 
Harrow; the fchoolmafter or Vicar, if thought a mete man by the 
governors, to have the preference. The ium of 201]. per ann. was 
dire&ted to be diftributed among poor houfeholders of this parifh on 
Good-Friday, in portions of 6s. 8d. each. Pinner was originally 
excluded from the benefit of this charity, but its inhabitants might 
be admitted to partake of it at the difcretion of the governors. 
The rents and profits of certain lands were direGted to be expended 
in repairing the roads from Edgeware and Harrow to London ; 
from Goare-lane to Hyde-houfe, and between Prefton and Dead- 
man’s-I fill. 

The prefent rent of Lyon’s eftates amounts to 6691. which is 
expended by the governors in paying the mafters’ falaries and the 
exhibitions, educating poor children, relieving decayed houte~ 
keepers, rcpairing roads, &c. &c. 

Mrs. Katherine Clerke, who died anno 1613, gave 12]. per 
ann. for ever to be diftributed among twelve poor perfons, half of 
whom are to be inhabitants of Harrow-town, the other half of 
Roxeth. Mrs. Barbara Burnet, Lady of the manor of Stanmore, 
anno 1631, gave money to buy fafeguards once in three years for 
two poor women living in the hamlet of Weald. Mr. William 
Dwight, in 1637, gave gos. per ann. out of his lands at Sudbury

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to the poor. Sir Gilbert Gerard, by his will, bearing date 1669, 
gave tool towards raifing a flock to fet the poor to work. Ed- 
ward Robinfon, citizen of London, anno 1711, gave a rent-charge 
of rol. per ann. out of his ficld called Dunnings, to clothe and 
educate 12 poor children in the hamlet of Weald. Henry Birch, 
citizen of London, anno 1793, gave the fum of 2001. 3 per cent. 
to the hamlct of Wembley, where he was born. 

In the year 1773, a fmall infirmary was built on Sudbury com- Infirmary. 
mon, at the joint expence of John Hodfdon and Samuel Greenhill, 

Gents. for fuch poor perfons as fhould be afflicted with infectious 
ficknefs, or labour under dangerous accidents. 

The hamlet of Pinner is fituated at the diftance of about three Pinner. 
miles from Harrow-town; though not parochial, it had once a Market. 
weekly market ®, long fince difufed. 

Pinner park was included in the grant to Sir Edward North, and Pinner park, 
was aliened by Dudley Lord North, anno 1630, to John Hutchin- 
fon, Efg.“* It has lonz been converted into tillage, and forms a 
confiderable farm, which is now the property of St. Thomas’s Hol- 
pital, having been purchafed by the governors of that inflitution in 
the year 1731”. 

Nicholas, Abbot of Weftminfter was made Keeper of Pinner park 
in the year 1383 ”. 

The building of Pinner chapel was completed in the year 1321, Chapel. 
when it was dedicated to St. John the Baptift’®. It is a large 
ftructure, built for the moft part with flints, and confifting of a 
nave, chancel, two aifles, and two tranfepts. The nave is fepa- 
rated from the aifles by o€.agonal pillars, and pointed arches. At 
the weft end is a fquare tower of ftone and flints, embattled. Some

per ann. had of late been allowed to the curate of Pinner. The com-

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a parifh-church”, but it does not appear that it ever took 
place. This curacy has been. twice augmented by Queen Anne’s 
bounty, during the incumbency of the prefent minifter. It has 
been endowed alfo with the following benefa@tions, Francis Tyn- 
dall, anno 1631, gave a clofe called Willat-ftreet, alias Howlis, to 
the preaching minifter at this place. Mr. William Norrington, in 
1705, gave 1001. to be laid out in the purchafe of a houfe for the 
minifter. Sir Thomas Franklin, by his will, anno 1728, gave an 
annuity of 4]. to the minifter, being a rent-charge on his houfe 
and lands at Riflip. In the year 1731, two common field lands 
were purchafed for the minifter, with money arifing from the fale 
of timber on Willat-Clofe. The prefent curate is the Reverend 
Walter Williams, M. A. who is vicar alfo of Harrow. He was 
appointed to the cure of this chapel in 1764. . 

There is a {mall meeting-houfe at Pinner belonging to the In- 
dependents.

“ Sr Bartholomew Shower, Knt. buried December 12, 1701,” Sir Bartho- 
He was third fon of Mr. William Shower of Exeter, and brother shokers 
of John Shower, an eminent diffenting minifter, whofe life was 
publifhed by W. Tong, anno 1716. Sir Bartholomew was a very 
eminent lawyer. He publifhed reports, a volume of cafes in par- 
liament, and fome political tra&s. His refidence was at Pinner- 
hill, which had been the feat of Sir Chriftopher Clitherow. 

William Skenelfby, aged 118, buried Nov. 10, 1775. This Remarkable 

inftance of 
extraordinary old man was for many years a fervant in Lord Henry longevity. 
Beauclerk’s family. He retired from fervice in the year 1769, but 
retained his intelleéts, together with a wonderful fhare of activity, 
and a countenauce by no means indicating fuch extreme old age, till 
a fhort time before his death, The manner in which he calculated 


his age, wes by the following epitome of his life :

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N old records the name of this place is written Hefe, or Heefe*, Name. 

It ie fituated near the Uxbridge road, at the diftance of twelve Situation. 
miles from Tyburn turnpike. The parifh lies in the hundred of Boundaries. 
Elthorne, and is bounded by Norwood on the Eaft; Northolt, or 
Northall, on the North; Hillingdon on the Weft, and Harlington 
on the South. It contains 3160 acres of land, exclufive of the Extent. 
fite of houfes and gardens: 2150 acres are arable, 846 pafture, and 
164 wafte. The common-field lands (included in the above ftate- 
ment) are 1615 acres, about one half of which is cropped every 
year. The foil on the North fide of the parith is a ftrong clay ; on Soil. 
the South fide loam, on a deep bed of gravel. The quota charged Land-tax. 
to the land-tax in Hayes is 5421. 16s. 1d. which 4s raifed at the 
rate of about 2s. 7d. in the pound. 

The principal hamlets in the parith of Hayes are, Botwell, Hamlets. 
Yeading, Hayes-end, and Wood-end. 

The manor of Hayes was bequeathed to the church of Canter- Manor. 
bury by Warherdus, a prieft. In his will, which bears date anno 
830, he calls it his own patrimony, and defcribes it as containing 
32 hides*. The furvey of Doomfday fays, that it was taxed at

land, continues that record, is of 40 carucates, Twelve hides are 
in demefne, on which two ploughs are employed. The free- 
holders and villeins employ 26 ploughs, and might ufe 12 more. 
The prieft has one hide; three knights, fix hides and a half; two 
villeins, two hides; 12 villeins, each half a hide; 20 villeins, a 
virgate each; and 4o villeins, halfa virgate each : 16 bordars, two 
hides jointly. There are 12 cottars, and two flaves; a mill which 
produces 4s. rent, and meadow equal to one plough-land: pafture 
for the cattle of the town, pannage for 400 hogs, and 35, rents. ; 
in the whole valued at 301.; in King Edward’s time at 4ol. This 
manor was the property of Archbifhop Stigand. In the furvey of 
Archbifhop Arundel’s manors, taken when he was banifhed by the 
parliament, that of Hayes was faid to contain 120 acres of arable 
land,.valued at 408.; 18 acres of meadow, 278.; 180 acres of 
pafture, 308.; 231 3s. 1d. rents of affize; 64 hens; 120 eggs; 
profits of court 50s.* The manor of Hayes underwent the fame 
alienations as that of Harrow till the year 1613, when it was fold 
by Dudley Lord North to John and Richard Page’, who conveyed 
it the fame year to John Millet, Efg.*, whofe fon aliened it, anno 
1641, to Sir John Franklyn of More Park’, In 1677, Richard 
Franklyn, Efq. conveyed it to Roger Jenyns, Efq. and others, It 
continued in the family of Jenyns till aliened, anno 1729, by James 
Jenyns, Efq. to Sir George Cooke, Knt.. In the year 1777, it 
was purchafed of George Cooke, Efg. by Francis Afcough, Efq. 
father of George Merrick Afcough, Efg. the prefent proprietor. 
The fame cuftoms prevail in this manor as in that of Harrow.

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The manor-houfe was formerly the occafional refidence of the 
Archbifhops of Canterbury. In the year 1095, Archbifhop An- 
felm, then at variance with William Rufus, was commanded to 
remove from Mortlake, where he was keeping the feaft of Whit- 
funtide, to his manor of Hayes, that meffages might more con- 
veniently pafs between him and the King, who then kept his court 
at Windfor. Moft of the Baglifh bifhops waited upon Anfelm at 
Hayes, to perfuade him to fubmit to the King’s terms, but without 


effet ®. A reconciliation foon afterwards took place, which lafted 
but a fhort time.

Cecily, relict of Sir Robert Grene, died anno 1481, feifed of Manor of 


an eftate in this parifh called the Manor of Hayes, held under the 
Archbifhop’s manor’. This eftate, in the reign of Charles 1. was 
the property of Rowland Reynolds, Efg. who died feifed of it, anno 
1640, leaving two daughters co-heirs. It is defcribed in the inqui- 
fition of his property, as the manor of Hayes and Purk-hall, and 
was held of John Millet, Efg. as lord paramount, by fuit of court". 
Hayes-Park afterwards belonged to the family of Child. It is now 
in the occupation of Mr. Juftice Heath, and the property of Jofeph 
Fraine, Efq. Captain in the Navy, whofe father purchafed it of John 
Dod, Efq. of Swallow-field in the county of Berks. 

The manor of Yeading, anciently Yeldinge, (i. e. Old meadow,) 
formerly belonged to Walter Langton, Bifhop of Litchfield and 
Coventry, who had a charter of free-warren therein, anno 1307 °, 
I have not as yet been able to learn any thing farther relating to 
it, than that it was purchafed about the year 1736 for Benjamin 
Lethieullier, Efq. M. P. the prefent proprietor, then an infant.

jacramental elements. Some of the windows in the chancel are of 
the archite€ture which prevailed in the fourteenth century, others 
are lancet-fhaped, with brackets of various forms; fome of which 
are reprefented in the annexed plate, together with the font, which 
is of a very fingular form, and ftands within a pew at the weft end 
of the church.

Samuel Spence, Reétor, 1730; Roger Tocketts, Surgeon and 
citizen of London, 1733. One of the hatchments in the church is 
infcribed to the memory of Jane, wife of Richard Harland *, and 
daughter of John Jenyns, Efq. who died in 1728. 

In the church-yard are the tombs of William Duncker, Gent. Tombs in the 
(1685); Robert Maybank, Gent. (1736); Mr. John Hope (1767); “™hY*"* 
John Kendrick, aged g2 (1770); Hannah, wife of Sir George 
Booth, Bart. and daughter of Henry Turner of Botwell in the parith 
of Hayes (1784); and Mrs. Hannah Bailey, aged g2 (1789). 

The church of Hayes, which is dedicated to the Virgin Mary, Reéory and 
has a rectory and a vicarage. The patronage of the former (which mae 
is now a finecure,) was annexed to the manor till Mr. Afcough’s 
purchafe in 1777, when the advowfon remained in the hands of 
Mr. Cooke, and is now the property of Charles Molloy, Efq. The 
benefice is of {mall value to the incumbent, it having bcen long 
cuftomary for the Redtor, immediately upon his prefentation, to 
grant the patron a beneficial leafe of the great tithes, glebe, &c.

661. 138. 4d.* The parfonage of Hayes was vefted for a confider- 
able time in the Earls of Pembroke, in confequence of a grant from 
the Archbifhops of Canterbury **.

vicarage. 520, with an annual ftipend of 20].*, then, perhaps, a com- 
petent provifion, but now, by the great alteration in the value of 


money, a very inadequate one. 


Robert Robert Wright, prefented to the rectory of Hayes in 1601, was 
Reéor. _ the firft warden of Wadham College in Oxford; which fituation he 


refigned becaufe Dorothy Wadham would not fuffer him to marry. 
He vacated this reCtory in 1623, on his promotion to the bifhopric 
of Briftol, whence he was afterwards tranflated to Litchfield and 
Coventry. In 1641, he was committed to the Tower, with nine 
other bifhops, and remained in confinement 18 weeks. Being 
releafed he repaired to Ecclefhall-caftle, the feat of his fee, then a 
garrifon for the King, and died there whilft it was befieged by Sir 
William Brereton ™. 

Henry Gold, | Henry Gold, prefented to the vicarage of Hayes in 1529, was 

see an accomplice of Elizabeth Barton, the holy maid of Kent, and 
fuffered death at Tyburn, anno 1534.
